Hearst Kidnapers 
Make No Contact 


Harry J. Moore, Democratic 
nominee two years ago for the 
state Assembly, today an­ 
nounced his candidacy for the 
nomination in a second try' for 
the Ninth District seat, 
Moore, 44, a resident of Nova­ 
to for 14 years, is principal of 
Hill Junior High School. 
His campaign statement de­ 
clared that he had entered the 
race because the other candi­ 
dates “have chosen to identify 
with various special interests to 
the detriment of their ability to 
serve the common good.” He 
did not identify the special in­ 
terests*. 
Also seeking the nomination 
are Deputy Marin County Coun­ 
sel George J. Silvestri Jr., Ma­ 
rin County Supervisor Michael 
Woraum, Marin Municipal Wa­ 
ter District president Jack R. 
Felson and Corte Madera busi­ 
nessman Louis D. Sasselli. 
Moore lost by almost 35,000 
votes two years ago to incum­ 
bent Republican William T. 
Bagley, who now is running for 
state controller instead of re­ 
election. Moore got 60 per cent 
of the vote in the primary that 
year, defeating an 18-year-old 
Tiburon youth, Joseph J. Fran- 
aszek. 
M oore’s p ress statem ent 
called for eradication (rf unem­ 
ployment, the energy shortage 
and corruption in government. 
He invited the other Democrat­ 
ic candidates to join him in 
weekly public round table dis­ 
cussions throughout the district 
on the issues which will shape 
our lives in the years to amie.” 
Moore was a teacher and 
coach at Marin Catholic, San 
Marin and Novato High schools 
before his present job.

BERKELEY, Calif. (UPI) - 
Despite a public plea from Pa­ 
tricia Hearers publisher-father, 
her kidnapers have made no 
contact with the family and 
have made no demands, the 
FBI reported today. 
Publisher Randolph A. Hearst 
appealed yesterday to the three 
young kidnapers to show com­ 
passion for his 19-year-old 
daughter and to free her. 
The young University of Cali­ 
fornia student was dragged 
screaming and half naked from 
her apartm ent Monday and 
forced into the trunk of a geta­ 
way car by two black gunmen 
and a white woman. 
FBI agents said today there 
had been no word, no hint of 
why the sophomore student was 
abducted, no demand for mon­ 
ey 
The armed trio gained en 
trance to the apartment by 
guile and force. The woman 
rang a door bell and pleaded 
with Miss Hearet's fiance, Stev­ 
en A. Weed, 26, a graduate 
student in philosophy, for per­ 
mission to use a telephone since 
her automobile had stalled. 
Weed declined to admit her, 
but ria) men with gum ap­ 
peared and barged into the 
apartment. They kicked and 
beat Weed with a wine bottle 
and dragged away the young 
woman screaming, “Oh, no! 
Not me!’* 
Sandy L. Golden, a neighbor, 
said Miss Hearst was “half 
naked, bare from the waist 


up.” Police said she was wear­ 
ing a blue bathrobe. A few 
moments later, a few blocks 
away, a resident heard a com­ 
motion and looked out a window 
to see an automobile and a 
station wagon. By the time he 
got downstairs the station wag­ 
on was gone and the car in 
which Miss Hearst had been 
abducted was left behind. 
The getaway car had been 
commandeered from Peter Be­ 
ne nson, 31, who was held cap­ 
tive during the kidnap and then 
freed when his car was aban­ 
doned. 
Hearst, president and editor 
of the San Francisco Examiner 
and board chairm an of the 
Hearst Corp., said if his daugh­ 
ter was released unharmed he 
would not “seek to imprison her 
abductors.” But FBI agents 
said prosecution would be left 
to state or federal grand juries. 
Weed, who was hospitalized, 
said the kidnapers “actea very 
purposeful and intent.” He de­ 
scribed them as “commando­ 
like.” 
He said the woman came to 
the door of the apartment Mon­ 
day night and the two men then 
forced their way in. He added it 
appeared Miss Hearst was 
blindfolded. The woman acted 
as the leader, he said, and at 
one point declared, “They’ve 
seen our faces. We better elimi­ 
nate them.” He said he heard a 
trigger cocked and fled out a 
patio doorway.

Grand Jury 
Hits Prison 
Hospital 


The Marin County Grand 
Jury has recommended the 
Neumiller Hospital at San 
Quentin Prison be renovated 
immediately in order to better 
serve inmates and regain state 
accreditation. 
The recommendation, along 
with a host of others on condi­ 
tions at the prison hospital, is 
part of a report sent Monday to 
Raymond K. Proc linier, direc­ 
tor of the state Department (rf 
Corrections. 
“We found Neumiller Hospi­ 
tal in a seriously dilapidated 
state, totally inadequate to 
comply with minimum require­ 
ments of a modern medical 
facility,” the grand jury said. 
The report, signed by F. 
Charles Ruegg, grand jury fore­ 
man, was prepared by the 
health, hospitals, welfare and 
human rights committee 
It said it found raw sewage 
leakage in the building, bare 
electrical wiring, insufficient 
supplies of bedding, outdated 
equipment in the emergency 
room, leaks in the walls and 
roof and “dismal and under­ 
sized rooms.” 
The structure was built in 
1927 to house women inmates 
and was converted in 1933 to a 
hospital. 
lite grand jury said its in­ 
spections and interviews with 
hospital staff and inmates indi­ 
cated medical care offered “is 
second to none” despite the 
building’s dilapidated condition. 
It recommended higher pay 
for doctors, a larger nursing 
staff, a larger psychiatric staff, 
a larger hospital correctional 
staff and greater incentives for 
inmates to work at the hospital. 
It noted one of the problems 
is “acquiring and keeping good 
inmate help.” 
The loss (rf accreditation last 
November will eliminate the 
resident-in-training program 
and the licensed vocational 
nursing program unless it is 
regained, the report said. 
“Termination would leave the 
hospital even more short hand 
ed and would also remove a 
program that trains inmates in 
a skill that would qualify them 
for employment upon their re­ 
lease,” the jury added 
On the average, there are 60 
inmate patients in the hospital, 
30 in the clinic and five or six 
special cases for which only six 
registered nurses are em ­ 
ployed.

The federal highway chief, 
Tiemann, said if the federal 
program can get at least two 
riders for each commuter auto. 
it will save 5 billion gallons of 
gas a year 
The nationwide 
rider average is only 1.6 per­ 
sons a car now, he said. “ And if 
we raise it to 3.2 persons per 
car we will save 20 billion 
gallons a year,” he added 
Anyone wishing to use the 
federal car pool system must 
fill out and return the new 
forms by Feb, 18. In return, 
each will receive a list of IO 
other persons willing to share 
rides in the same locality. Only 
office telephone numbers will 
be supplied, to avert crank 
calls to homes, Tiemann said.

The sources said Tito would 
probably urge Syria to enter 
the Geneva peace talks set up 
by the superpowers after last 
October’s 17-day Middle East 
war. 
In Washington, the White 
House said Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro­ 
myko paid "special attention” 
to the Middle East crisis during 
talks Monday and yesterday. 
Syria said more fighting 
erupted on the Golan Heights 
yesterday and reported several 
Israeli casualties. Israeli 
spokesmen said the front was 
quiet. 
"The Syrians are trying to 
force a retreat on negotiations 
with Israel by heating up the 
sector,” an Israeli military 
source said. 
The source said Israel was 
"maintaining a policy of vigor­ 
ous and immediate reaction to 
all Syrian aggressive initia­ 
tives." 
Israeli leaders have refused 
to negotiate until Syria turns 
over a list of prisoners seized 
during the 1973 war. Egypt and 
Israel exchanged prisoners as 
the first step of their cease-fire 
agreement and began with­ 
drawing troops on Jan 25. 
In Cairo, a spokesman for the 
U.N. peacekeeping force said 
Egypt and Israel have finished 
thinning their forces in the 
southern sector of the Sinai 
Desert along the Suez Canal's 
east bank.

Bar To Stay Out 
Of Impeachment 


HOUSTON (UPI) - The 
House of Delegates of the 
American Bar Association 
(ABA) decided yesterday to 
keep hands off any proceedings 
to impeach President Nixon. 
The sentiment of the 330- 
member group was so strong 
for avoiding the subject that 
chairman James K. Groves of 
Denver felt called upon to cau­ 
tion it should be debated before 
being tabled. 
The Law Student Division, 
which drafted the impeachment 
resolution’s mild language, had 
hoped to pick up support among 
the delegates, but none was 
forthcoming. 
The rejection by voice vote 
came toward the end of two 
days of action on a mass of 
complex subjects. The dele­ 
gates endorsed the idea of a 
new national court of appeals 
and placed their stamp of ap­ 
proval on several proposed 
laws designed to harmonize 


state policy on marriage and 
divorce, the landlord-tenant re­ 
lationship, antitrust law, drug 
treatment, illegitimacy, abor­ 
tions and payments to victims 
of crime. 
Lawrence E. Walsh, a promi­ 
nent New York corporation law­ 
yer and former U. S. District 
judge, was elected president­ 
elect nominee, to succeed 
James D. Fellers of Oklahoma 
City in August (rf 1975. 
Walsh told reporters he 
backed the call by the current 
president, Chesterfield Smith of 
Lakeland, Fla., for an inde­ 
pendent Watergate prosecutor 
when Nixon fired Archibald Cox 
from that post last year. But 
Walsh said the ABA should not 
make waves at present when 
Leon Jaworsld is going ahead 
with the job. 
"We ought to give everyone a 
chance before we try to kib- 
bitz,” be said. 


1976 Presidential Race 


May Be On Public Funds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - If 
Americans keep checking off $1 
of their income taxes for cam­ 
paign spending, the 1976 presi­ 
dential races could be the first 
in history to be entirely fi­ 
nanced by public funds, two 
senators report. 
Sens. Hugh Scott, R-Pa., and 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
based their estimates on Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service (IRS) sta­ 
tistics of early income tax re­ 
turns. 
In a joint statement, they 
said "if the present rate of use 
continues for the rest of the 
current filings and for future 
tax years, the Treasury fund 
will contain about 150 million 
by April 15, 1976—enough to 


make the 1976 presidential elec­ 
tion an historic first-paid for 
entirely out of public dollars, 
thereby relieving the candi­ 
dates of both political parties 
from the need to resort to large 
private contributions to finance 
their campaigns " 
The IRS figures show that 
through Jan. 25, 163,400 taxpay­ 
ers, or 13 per cent of those who 
had filed, checked-off the box 
under which $1 ($2 for a couple 
filing joint return) goes to the 
campaign fund. The total was 
$232,050. 
That compared with only 3.1 
per cent of last year’s taxpay­ 
ers when the check-off provi­ 
sion was buried in the returns

A June election to increase 
the tax rate limit of the Marin 
County Transit District was vir­ 
tually assured yesterday as dis­ 
trict directors approved the 
wording for the ballot proposi­ 
tion. 
The action drew opposition 
from director Robert A. Roumi­ 
guiere who said the election 
‘‘will be premature” in view of 
stalled negotiations with the 
Golden Gate Bridge District 
over a cost-sharing formula for 
bus operations. 
The election will ask voters to 
increase the transit district's 
tax ceiling to 25 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. The ceiling 
now stands at 5 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. 
Still to be approved are legal 
documents formally setting the 
election for June 4. That action 
is expected at a special meeting 
Feb. 26 when public testimony 
on the election will be heard. 
Director Arnold M. Baptiste, 
while approving the wording for 
the ballot, said later he would 
not actively campaign for the 
tax measure unless the cost- 
sharing controversy is resolved. 
The controversy centers on 
how much the county transit 
district should pay to subsidize 
passengers who board and get 
oft off transbay commute buses 
without leaving the county. 
The bridge district, which op­ 
erates the transbay buses, 
maintains these passengers are 
“local” and should be subsi­ 
dized by the transit district. It 
estimates the county’s share at 
about $300,000 next fiscal year. 
The county transit district, 
meanwhile, claims that fares 
from local passengers on trans­ 
bay buses are “gravy” for the 
bridge district since the buses 
would operate anyway. 
It has offered to compromise, 
however, and pay $85,000 next 
year but not the full $300,000. 
Baptiste said the purpose of 
the tax rate election is to ex­ 
pand local bus service. “Voters 
will not approve it” if there’s 
any suggestion that increased 
revenues might be used to sub­ 
sidize transbay buses, he said. 
Director Robert E. Burton, a 
Mill Valley city councilman, 
argued that local passengers on 
transbay buses is another form 
of local bus service 
Director Peter R. Arrigoni 
Jr., who also sits on the bridge 
district board, suggested the 
county agree to pay the com­ 
promise figure of $85,000 and 
the full subsidy in future years. 
His proposal drew support 
from Burton and chairman Mi­ 
chael Worn urn but strong op­ 
position from Roumiguiere, 
Baptiste and director Gary T. 
Giacomini, who objected to 
committing the county to the 
cost-sharing formula for years 
to come.

(Barrows said yesterday he 
had neglected to provide the 
report because he “didn’t have 
time to make copies.” It took a 
reporter less than two minutes 
to reproduce the document this 
morning.) 


The report’s preliminary em­ 
ployment figures for 1990 show 
about 54,600 jobs under the “no- 
growth scenario’’ or about the 
same as today, 89,500 jobs un­ 
der the "plan scenario” and 
101,700 under the unrestrained 
“ market scenario.” 
McDonald added that about 
29 per cent of the jobs under the 
“plan scenario" are more sta­ 
ble industry jobs and 71 per 
cent are “population serving 
jobs.” Under the “market scen­ 
ario^”, projections show only 22 
per cent in basic industry and 
78 per cent in population serv­ 
ing 
Figures on housing, the heart 
of the report, indicate (in to­ 
day's dollars) a $24,200 dwelling 
could jump to $72,900 under the 
1990 “no-growth scenario” be­ 
cause of economic and housing 
pressures. 
The same $24,200 dwelling 
could increase to $50,500 under 
the “market scenario." 
It could jump to $53,500 under 
the “plan scenario" assuming 
its value is not held down by 
governmental restraints, the re­ 
port said. If governmental re­ 
straints are applied, such as an 
agreement with the builder in 
return for development conces­ 
sions, it increases to $43,100. 
The figures, according to 
McDonald, show that a dwelling 
considered in the moderate or 
medium income level today will 
not be in 1990 
This in turn will produce 
changes in the characteristics 
of Marin households, McDonald 
said, adding “the community 
will grow older and richer" 
with unsubsidized housing like­ 
ly to be occupied mostly by 
families in their prime earning 
years. 
The total tax base, mean­ 
while, will remain soundbe- 
cause of increases in assessed 
valuation. 
Under the “no-growth scena­ 
rio" assessed valuation could 
jump 125 per cent by 1990, 137 
per cent trader the “plan scena­ 
rio" and 200 per cent under the 
“market scenario." 
“No radical changes in the 
present local governmental 
structure or public service de­ 
livery system appear neces­ 
sary,” the report says. 
However, it adds, the large 
number of small special dis­ 
tricts should be consolidated. 
The report adds that the con­ 
sultants may recommend that 
the director of public works be 
charged with a “greater re­ 
sponsibility" to oversee the 
plan. 
How much the plan's propos­ 
als for open space, transit, 
housing and other matters will 
cost the average taxpayers will 
be discussed in the final report, 
McDonald said.

The San Anselmo Council, af­ 
ter a bit of huffing and puffing, 
last night agreed unanimously 
to the introduction of a filtered 
version of psychiatrist Martin 
G. Blinder’s antismoking ordi­ 
nance. 
The lengthy discussion on the 
matter was punctuated by (Hie 
councilman announcing he was 
going outside to smote a ciga­ 
rette, and a reference by Dr. 
Blinder to “ Marlboro junkies.” 
Only a handful of people, main­ 
ly fervent nonsmokers, attend­ 
ed the session. 
What finally emerged and 
will come up again Feb. 26, was 
a regulation which would re­ 
quire operators of some public 
establishments in the city to set 
aside a section for nonsmokers. 
The ordinance would apply 
only to such restaurants, bors, 
theaters and other such busi­ 
nesses which provide seating 
for more than 20 patrons. In 
these establishments, it would 
be required that signs by post­ 
ed. 
The signs would say, in ef­ 
fect, ‘‘the San Anselmo City 
Council has requested we set 
aside this section for nonsmok­ 
ers. We ask your cooperation.” 
Failure to post the signs 
would be an infraction. 


Another section of the ordi­ 
nance would prohibit smoking 
altogether, as now is the case in 
the city council chambers, in 
any city building used for pub­ 
lic meetings. None of the coun­ 
cilmen objected to this provi­ 
sion nor did the Chamber of 
Commerce, which had written 
protesting regulation of smok­ 
ing in business establishments. 
Councilman Blinder, who has 
waged a one-man war on 
smoky air in San Anselmo for 
some months, had first pro­ 
posed an ordinance in which 
owners of businesses would be 
required to enforce nonsmoking 
in one-third of their establish­ 
ments. 


Oregon Gas Plan 
For Three Counties 
SAN JOSE (AP) - The Ore­ 
gon plan for odd-even license 
plate gasoline rationing will 
start on a voluntary basis Mon­ 
day in Santa Gara, Monterey 
and Santa Cruz counties 
The move was initiated at a 
meeting Monday of member 
chapters (rf the National Serv­ 
ice Station Dealers Association 
and promptly endorsed by the 
San Jose, Monterey, and Santa 
Cruz chambers of commerce 


At least three of the council­ 
men seemed unlikely to go 
along with this proposal and 
Lynn Barthels, operator of Sen­ 
or Alfredo Restaurant, attacked 
the ideas as impractical and 
asked that restaurants be ex­ 
cluded. 
“I don’t want any more rights 
pushed on me,” said Attilio 
Segale, a regular attendant at 
city council meetings. He indi­ 
cated the residents of San An­ 
selmo have not asked for such 
an ordinance and that it would 
be as difficult as Prohibition to 
enforce. 
Councilman Warren R. Perry 
said be has heard the phrase, 
‘‘overactive busybodies in city 
hall,” in reference to the pro­ 
posed ordinance, and Council­ 
man Woodrow V. Capurro add­ 
ed he would almost rather see a 
ban on cars than cigarettes. 
•'Why should San Anselmo 
pioneer” in this area, Blinder 
asked rhetorically and an­ 
swered, “because it’s right.” 
At that point Capurro walked 
out, saying, “Excuse me, Mr. 
Mayor, I must have a ciga­ 
rette.” 
During a recess Blinder and 
Perry worked out a compro­ 
mise ordinance which was ap­ 
proved unaimously.

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Smith Ranch Airport Is Given 
A Year's Reprieve By Planners 


Dean Is Expelled

The Smith Ranch Airport 
north of Santa Ventia, which 
has served small aircraft for 
decades, last night won a year's 
reprieve from the San Rafael 
Planning Commission. 
A flap had arisen over the 
airport’s violation of an old use 
permit, issued by county offi­ 
cials before the property was 
annexed to the City of San 
Rafael, which limited the facili­ 
ty to 35 (danes. 


At present there are 75 planes 
based at the airport. 
Last night the many boosters 
of the airport won permission 
for the facility to continue op­ 
eration until Feb. I, 1975, with 
the present number of planes 
permitted. 
However, commissioners told 
representatives of the airport 
that under the city’s proposed 
new general plan, the airport 
may not be permitted, accord­ 


ing to Fern Vincent, commis­ 
sion secretary. 


Commissioners also said air­ 
port operators must abide by 
all the original restrictions of 
the use permit 


The Larwin Corp., a Los An­ 
geles-based firm, had earlier 
threatened to discontinue its 
operation of the airport, but the 
company later decided to let 
the city decide its fate. 


EXANDRIA, Va. (UPL - 
Former White House Counsel 
John W. Dean HI was expelled 
from the Virginia bar yester­ 
day for “ unethical, unwarrant­ 
ed and unprofessional conduct 
as an attorney of law."

DR. MONTEMARANO 
Cleared af charge 


Acquittal 
In Mercy 
Death Case 


MINEOLA, N Y. (UPI) - A 
jury took exactly one hour yes­ 
terday to find Dr. Vincent A. 
Montemarano innocent of mur­ 
der in the death of a patient 
that authorities had initially 
said was a “ mercy killing." 
Montemarano was charged in 
the Dec. 7, 1972, death of Eu­ 
gene Bauer, a terminally ill 
cancer patient at the Nassau 
County Medical Center. The 34- 
year-old physician was accused 
of injecting potassium chloride 
in the patient’s arm. 
Dist. Atty. WilUam Cahn, who 
first characterized the death of 
Bauer as “ a mercy killing," 
later said, instead, that it was a 
“ murder of convenience." He 
said the doctor administered a 
fatal injection so he would not 
have to return to the medical 
center that night to pronounce 
the death of a man who was 
comatose and dying of cancer 
of the pharynx, pneumonia in 
both lungs and a pulmonary 
embolism 
A hush feU over the smaU 
courtroom when the eight-man, 
four-woman jury entered the 
room. "We took only (me vote, 
and it was unanimous for ac­ 
quittal,’’ a juror said later. 
Cahn, who prosecuted the 
case himself—something he had 
not done before in his ll years 
as district attorney—smiled 
faintly and then congratulated 
the defense lawyers, J. Russell 
dune and James O'Brien. 


Young Man 
Dies In 
Span Leap 


A young San Francisco man 
made the sign of the cross and 
jumped to his death from the 
Golden Gate Bridge yesterday. 
Ronald Nota, a bridge work­ 
er, told the California Highway 
Patrol he saw the man — later 
identified as Richard T. San­ 
chez, 24, standing on the east 
side of the spans south tower 
about 3:20 p.m. Mota said San­ 
chez made the sign, then leaped 
over the rail. 
He was identified from a wal­ 
let and coat found near the rail. 
Sanchez left a note, ad­ 
dressed to no one in particular. 
“ I’m sorry for the people I 
hurt," he wrote, “ I just can’t 
cope with life. Forgive me for 
what I’ve done." 
A search by the Coast Guard 
failed to recover the body.

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Council Asks 
Inventory Of 
Novato Land 


The Novato City Council last 
night asked for an inventory of 
city land not designated for 
specific use, land that possibly 
could be used for low and mod­ 
erate income housing 
Councilmen requested the in­ 
ventory after approving sale of 
a surplus parcel off Olive Ave­ 
nue near the Highway 101 by­ 
pass. 
The Citizens Ad Hoc Housing 
Committee recommended delay 
on a sale decision because the 
parcel was a possible site for 
low and moderate income hous­ 
ing, but the council was advised 
by planning director Brian W. 
M attson that freew ay noise 
would make it unacceptable for 
residential use. 
Councilmen agreed to sell the 
parcel. 7,963 square feet, for 
$900 plus 6 per cent interest 
since the time it was purchased 
from the state. It banned all 
structures on the site, except 
those accessory to a home. 
Martin Beebe of 725 Olive 
Avenue, a prospective purchas­ 
er, whose home is adjacent to 
the parcel, opposed a housing 
project at the site. 
Betty Moody, representing 
the Citizens Ad Hoc Committee 
on Housing, recommended that 
if the site were not used for 
housing, the proceeds of the 
sale be put in a housing fund, 
and a “land bank" be set up. 
She said all surplus land in 
the city should be studied as 
possible locations for bousing 
and the city should form a 
committee to put the housing 
element of the Novato General 
Plan into effect. 
The council asked for a staff 
report on the feasibility of 
starting a "land bank" with 
funds derived from the sale of 
surplus property. 


Hamilton 
Land Study 
Postponed 


A proposed study of possible 
municipal uses of land at Ham­ 
ilton Air Force Base was post­ 
poned by the Novato City Coun­ 
cil last night because of doubt 
over whether any of the proper­ 
ty would be declared surplus. 
The uncertainty was caused 
by Rep.

The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors voted 4-to-l yester­ 
day to take legal action against 
a West Marin developer sus­ 
pected of violating subdivision 
laws.

Hosted 
Arrigoni 


Marin County supervisors 
and key county officials were 
given a “private dinner party” 
last night at the home of Super­ 
visor Peter R. Arrigoni Jr. 
The dinner, described by Ar­ 
rigoni as his “ annual duck 
feed," followed the board's reg­ 
ular weekly meeting. 
Arrigoni said he saw no im­ 
propriety in the dinner “since 
ifs not a meeting.” He said no 
county business was to be dis­ 
cussed. 
Attending were County Ad­ 
ministrator John F. Barrows, 
Asst. County Administrator 
Thomas F Campanella, County 
Counsel Douglas J. Maloney. 
A uditor-C ontroller M ichael 
Mitchell, Sheriff Louis P. Mourn 
tanos, former Supervisor Louis 
H. (Bud) Baar and the five 
supervisors. 


The action, opposed by Super­ 
visor Robert A. Roumiguiere, is 
aimed at forcing David S. Ad­ 
ams of San Anselmo to submit 
his six-lot subdivision of a 116- 
acre parcel near Inverness for 
county review. 
The action was recommended 
by County Counsel Douglas J. 
Maloney, who described Adams 
as a man who "thinks if he 
violates IO laws and only gets 
caught on five, he's still five 
ahead " 
Maloney’s comments brought 
a strong rebuke from Roumi­ 
guiere, who urged the matter 
be delayed so Adams “can give 
his side." 
Other supervisors disagreed, 
however, noting Adams and 
others in the land deal had been 
warned last month to comply 
with the law but made no re­ 
sponse 
On another legal matter, su­ 
pervisors agreed to hold off any 
court action to abate the contro­ 
versial Paradise Valley Com­ 
mune near Bolinas until the 
group has had more time to 
prepare an environmental im­ 
pact report and secure permits 
for 
several 
illegally 
built 
homes. 
Orville Schell, a member (rf 
the commune, said the environ­ 
mental report will be complete 
in about a month. The com- 
mune has been under county 


scrutiny since October. 
Roumiguiere voted against 
the delay, saying it would make 
“a mockery” of county ordi­ 
nances to approve the homes, 
built without benefit of building 
or health permits. 


After trying to struggle out of 
a very muddy semantic mo­ 
rass, the Marin County Board 
of Supervisors yesterday failed 
anew to reach any kind of 
agreement with the county 
grand jury over a proposed 
$21,000 study of county govern­ 
ment. (Another Marin Supervi­ 
sors story, page I.) 
At one point, the murky ver­ 
biage coming from a represent­ 
ative of a consulting firm so 
frustrated Supervisor Gary T. 
Giacomini that he exploded: “I 
can’t stand it.” 
At issue was the grand jury's 
proposal to hire the firm of 
Peat, Marwick, Mitchell and 
Co. “to study the county gov­ 
ernment process.” 
The grand jury’s request for 
$21,000 to finance the study 
came before the supervisors 
merely as a formality — Judge 
E. Warren McGuire, presiding 
judge (rf the Marin Superior 
Court, is the only person who 
has the power to authorize the 
expenditure. 
Just what the grand jury has 
in mind and whether or not it 
will involve the same areas as 
a committee already studying 
data processing and cost ac­ 
counting practices in county 
government was not entirely 
clear. 
The grand jury is definitely 
“not questioning the fiscal in­ 
tegrity" of Auditor-Controller 
Michael Mitchell or other coun­ 
ty officials, as earlier implied, 
a member of the grand jury, 
John Mueller, told the supervi­ 
sors. 
(Questions of fiscal integrity 
and governmental efficiency 
were raised in a letter from 
Peat, Marwick and Mitchell. A 
representative of the firm later 
told the county auditor-control- 
ler it had used a “poor choice 
of words." County finances 
were given a clean bill of health 
last year in an audit by the 
same firm.) 
Mueller spoke of looking into 
‘ the management process" in 
county government and said

that the grand jury’s study 
would be “much broader" than 
one under way by a committee 
appointed by the supervisors to 
delve into increased use of data 
processing in the county. 
Mueller also told the supervi­ 
sors that the grand jurors, who 
plan to do the “leg work" for 
the study hope to “offer materi­ 
al we hope will be useful” to 
the supervisors. 
“Why would this be any dif­ 
ferent than what we’re already 
doing?” asked Supervisor Mi­ 
chael Womum. 
Mueller replied the grand 
jury has “no vested interest" in 
county government. 
(In a letter last week to the 
supervisors, F. Charles Ruegg, 
grand jury foreman, said the 
study will focus on department 
heads and top-level manage­ 
ment personnel.) 
Supervisor Peter R. Arrigoni 
Jr. said it appears “Peat, Mar­ 
wick and Mitchell is trying to 
come in the back door” and line 
up a program that might lead 
to further employment of the 
firm. 
A representative, William 
Freschi, said this was not true, 
that the firm only planned the 
initial study and that recom­ 
mendations could be carried 
out by county officials. 
It was when Freschi, howev­ 
er, began to talk of “program 
plans" and “strategic plans” in 
an attempt to describe the pro­ 
posed study, that confusion set 
in. 
In answer to questions by the 
supervisors, he defined the 
former as “plans for a pro­ 
gram" and the latter as “coun­ 
ty plans," which he said did not 
mean the new county general 
plan. 
Exactly what the phrases did 
mean was never clear, as Gia- 
commi stopped the discussion 
with: “I can’t stand it." 
The outcome of the whole 
matter was that supervisors 
Robert A. Roumiguiere and Ar­ 
nold M. Baptiste said they were 
willing to go along with the 
study if it didnt overlap one 
already being made by the 
county’s data processing com­ 
mittee. 
Their motion was opposed by 
the other three supervisors, 
however. 
In a related action, the super­ 
visors unanimously approved 
spending up to $10,000 for a 
study of the feasibility of in­ 
creased use of data processing 
in county offices, including the 
courts and sheriff’s depart­ 
ment.

Health Aide

The Marin County Mental 
Health Advisory Board yester­ 
day accused "one or more per­ 
sons” at Civic Center of with­ 
holding in f o rm a tio n and 
recommendations from county 
supervisors. 
Advisory board chairman 
Jack D. Williams said in a 
letter to supervisors that three 
mental heaJth projects recom­ 
mended by his board two 
months ago had been side­ 
tracked by someone who “may 
have assumed improper author­ 
ity." 
“We consider this to be a 
matter of grave importance, for 
the diverting of communica­ 
tions between the governing 
body and its advisory groups 
raises suspicions of manipula­ 
tion contrary to the general 
good," Williams said. 
His complaint brought re­ 
sponses from County Adminis­ 
trator John F. Barrows and 
Betty L. Presley, director of 
health and human services. 
They said the three projects 
had been held up because they 
were submitted in “very rough 
form” that was unacceptable. 
Miss Presley said they are still 
being revised and reviewed. 
Barrows said it was common 
practice for such documents to 
be reviewed prior to going to 
the board “ . .. but to the best 
of my knowledge, you (supervi­ 
sors) have never authorized 
anyone the absolute right to bar 
items from the agenda." 
(The matter came before su­ 
pervisors just hours before the 
Independent-Journal learned 
that Barrows, contrary to coun­ 
ty policy, had concealed from 
the press and public a report on 
the economic impact of the 
countywide plan. For that re­ 
port, see page I.) 
Supervisor Peter R Arrigoni 
Jr. told his colleagues he didn’t 
think “we should spend a lot of 
time on this" complaint from 
Williams. “If there are prob­ 
lems, come to us,” he added 
Miss Presley, meanwhile, 
said she had directed mental 
health officials to bring pro­ 
posed projects to her prior to 
submitting them to the advisory' 
board. 
This, she said, would elimi­ 
nate much (rf the delay in time 
it takes for proposals to reach 
supervisors from the advisory 
board.

Reveals Nixon’s plans 


David Says 
Impeachment 
W on't Occur 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon has told members 
of his family he is confident he 
will not be impeached and will 
not resign even if he is, accord­ 
ing to his son-in-law, David 
Eisenhower. 
Speaking with about a dozen 
members of the White House 
press corps yesterday, Eisen­ 
hower said: “I don’t think there 
is the faintest possibility of him 
resigning under any circum­ 
stance, and im peachm ent is 
just not going to happen.” 
“This decision was made a 
long time ago—that he’s never 
going to resign, “ Eisenhower 
said. 
It was the first indication 
from any White House intimate 
that Nixon has already made 
up his mind to go through a 
Senate trial on impeachment 
brought by the House rather 
than step down. 
The interview was arranged 
by Nixon’s communications di­ 
rector, Ken W. Clawson, and 
held 
in his quarters in the 
Executive Office Building. 
Eisenhower said Nixon as­ 
sumes the 18 ^-m inute erasure 
in a crucial June 20,1972, taped 
conversation between the Presi­ 
dent and former chief of staff 
H R. Haldeman was “ an acci­ 
dent.’’ 
It was the first direct indica­ 
tion of Nixon’s own feelings 
about the gap, which when dis 
closed caused another sharp 
drop in his public standing in 
the polls. The erasure is being 
investigated by the FBI, and 
several White House staffers 
have been questioned about it, 
although not the President him­ 
self as yet. » 
Asked if Nixon thought his 
personal secretary, Rose Mary 
Woods, had caused the acct 
d e n t, E isen h o w er rep lied : 
“He’s never said ‘I assume 
Rose Mary Woods erased it.’’’ 
Eisenhower, a grandson of 
the late President Dwight D 
Eisenhower, said in term s of 
the family feelings, Nixon’s or 
der to invade Cambodia and the 
resulting antiw ar dem onstra 
turns were “far more emotion 
al” than Watergate problems. 
“Watergate is not something 
that is taking the lives of people 
and spurring 50,000 people to 
demonstrate around the White 
House,” Eisenhower said. 
Eisenhower said Nixon might 
have a “slight sense of remorse 
over the tragedy that has befal­ 
len individuals” as a result of 
Watergate “ but it’s not some­ 
thing he lets obsess him or 
Irive him 
It hasn’t changed 
him.” 
He said he personally had 
been forewarned by Nixon last 
sum m er 
that 
the 
charges 
against then Vice President Spi­ 
ro T. Agnew were serious. Ei­ 
senhower described it as a 
“ very emotional” two months 
“in which everyone was sad­ 
dened by it.” Ile said the fami­ 
ly experienced a sense of relief 
when Agnew resigned, adding 
Nixon felt that would “pick up” 
the momentum of his adminis­ 
tration again 
Eisenhower also disclosed 
that Nixon had secretly spent a 
night away from the White 
House last September at the 
Eisenhower!’ home in nearby 
Bethesda, Md

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House voted down a Republican 
attem pt today to fix an April 30 
deadline for concluding its in­ 
quiry into whether grounds ex­ 
ist for the im peachm ent of 
President Nixon. 
But Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 
N.J., chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee which is 
conducting the investigation, 
pledged to do all he could to 
have his panel reach a conclu­ 
sion by April 30. 
Republican floor leader John 
J. Rhodes, Ariz., supported Ro­ 
dino in opposing a fixed cutoff 
date. 
With that issue disposed of, 


the House was ready to approve 
a noncontroversial but impor­ 
tant resolution giving Rodino's 
com m ittee 
broad subpoena 
powers and explicitly authoriz­ 
ing an impeachment inquiry. 
Rhodes told the House he did 
not favor a cut-off date in the 
resolution because he believed 
Rodino's pledge that the com­ 
mittee would not drag the mat­ 
ter out and would try to finish 
by April 30. 
Rep. Robert McClory, R HI., 
appealed for a deadline. 
With no deadline, he said, the 
inquiry “can go on and on and 
on forever.” 
McClory claimed he was re­ 


flecting the nation's decision for 
a final resolution of the issue. 
He sought to attach the dead­ 
line to a resolution which will 
give Rodino’s committee au­ 
thority to subpoena documents 
for its investigation and compel 
“ the attendance and testimony 
of any person”— including Nix­ 
on himself. 
Adoption of the resolution will 
throw the inquiry—on whether 
grounds exist for impeaching 
Nixon and putting him on trial 
in the Senate—into high gear. 


Nixon would first be asked, 
then ordered, to turn over ma­ 
terials the panel wants. Rodino 
said a refusal would itself con­ 


stitute an impeachable offense. 
Nixon in his State of the 
Union address last Wednesday 
night said his cooperation 
would be limited by precedent 
and by his refusal to weaken 
the authority of future presi­ 
dents. 
Another trouble spot is the 
response of Leon Jaworsld, the 
special Watergate prosecutor. 
He has said he cannot provide 
grand jury evidence to the 
House committee.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon today asked Con­ 
gress for speedy approval of a 
new Comprehensive Health In­ 
surance Plan (CHIP) that he 
said would ensure that no 
American would have to pay 
more than $1,500 a year in 
medical costs. 
Spelling out details for the 
first time of his major domestic 
initiative, Nixon said in a mes­ 
sage to Congress that his three- 
part national health insurance 
plan, to take effect in 1976, 
would plug the gaps in health 
protection and make insurance 
available to all Americans at a 
price they can pay. 
When fully effective, the total 
new cost of CHIP to federal and 
state governm ents would be 
about $6.9 billion with an addi­ 


tional small amount for transi­ 
tional assistance for small and 
low-wage employes, Nixon said. 
State governments would pay 
about $1 billion of the total cost. 
The three major components 
of the plan —seen as the admin­ 
istration’s counterproposal to a 
broader scheme advocated by 
Sen.

To Achieve 
Sewer Plant 


A sewage disposal system for 
Point Reyes Station moved into 
the realm of possibility last 
night as directors of the North 
Marin County Water District 
authorized formation of an im­ 
provement district to carry out 
a feasibility study. 
Boundaries of the improve­ 
ment district, determined at the 
public hearing, encompass 
chiefly the downtown area and 
properties lining Shoreline 
Highway north of the town cen­ 
ter. Several properties on Sir 
Francis Drake Boulevard, in 
the portion known locally as the 
Levy Road, are also included. 
Voters will be asked to ap­ 
prove formation of the district 
and to authorize a maximum 
tax rate of 75 cents per HOO 
assessed valuation at a June 4 
election. 
The taxes raised will pay for 
a prelim inary engineering 
study with an estimated price 
tag of $80,000. It will report on 
proposed sewage and collection 
work, their costs and their envi­ 
ronmental impact. 
Construction of a system will 
require formation of another 
improvement district and an­ 
other election, water district 
officials said. 
Assessed valuation of proper 
ties within the boundaries is 
$905,332, according to the water 
district staff. 


Guerrillas 
In Control 
Of Embassy 


KUWAIT (UPI) - Arab and 
Japanese guerrillas seized the 
Japanese embassy in Kuwait 
today and threatened to kill the 
ambassador and five other hos­ 
tages one by one unless their 
demands were met. Japan 
agreed but Kuwait balked and 
the fate of the hostages hung in 
the balance. 
Hie guerrillas demanded that 
Japan send a jet plane to Singa 
pore to rescue four guerrillas 
involved there in a week-old 
hijacking of a ferry boat with 
three hostages. Japan quickly 
bowed to the guerrillas’ one- 
hour ultimatum. It said a Japan 
Air Line plane was flying to 
Singapore tonight to bring the 
guerrillas here. 
Kuwait saki it would not al­ 
low the Japanese airliner to 
land in Kuwait with the Singa­ 
pore guerrillas — two Palestini­ 
ans and two radical Japanese 
RN Army terrorists. 
“Kuwait has decided it will 
not allow this plane to land in 
Kuwait in order to avoid devel­ 
opments that could arise from 
such a landing," an Interior 
Ministry statement said. It said 
Kuwait had informed Japanese 
officials, as well as the guerril­ 
l a and hostages inside the em­ 
bassy about this decision. 
The statement said Kuwait 
had informed the guerrillas it 
would give them safe conduct 
to leave Kuwait for any country 
they chose, provided they first 
released the embassy hostages. 
At (me point during the after­ 
noon a guerrilla stuck his head 
dgt of a window of the embassy, 
which is on the fifth floor of a 
building housing the Kuwaiti 
Foreign Ministry, and held up 
two fingers in the victory sign 
that has been adopted by the 
Palestinian guerrillas. 
He shouted a warning that 
the Kuwait government should 
not interfere with the embassy 
siege. 
“ Our demands are 
clear,” be said. “We are wait­ 
ing to bear the result from 
you.” 
The Japanese government 
said the hostages included Am­ 
bassador Voshitaka Ishikawa, 
Second Secretary Kotchi Ki 
mara, Third Secretary Sho&uke 
Hob, attaches Makibei Wada 
and Shubei Wada and a Japa­ 
nese woman employe, Miwako 
Yagegashi. 
"I'm embarrassed we have to 
dispatch a JAL plane," Prime 
Minister Kakuei Tanaka said in 
Tokyo. ’I t’s a bard job to take 
them (the hijackers) from the 
harbor to the airport.” 
Kuwait officials said the 
statement demanding a JAL 
plane for the Singapore guerril­ 
las was issued jointly by the 
Marxist Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine (PFLP), 
the Japanese Red Army guer­ 
rilla organization and the Pa­ 
lestinian splinter group, “Sons 
of the Occupied Territories." 
The statement said the guer­ 
rillas occupied the embassy at 
10:30 a m. (3:30 a m EDT).

loni fillings or made into fancy 
desserts and blintzes. 
A little experimentation will 
have any cook turning out good 
crepes in an omelet pan and 
using imagination to create ele­ 
gant dishes with leftovers or 
fruits and cheeses. 


APPLE PANCAKES 
6 eggs, separated 
cup milk 
4 cup flour 
2 tablespoons melted butter or 
margarine 
4 teaspoon salt 
I cup diced canned apple pie 
slices, drained 
3 tablespoons sugar 
4 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
4 teaspoons butter or margar­ 
ine 
In medium mixing bowl beat 
egg whites until stiff. Combine 
egg yolks, milk, flour melted 
butter and salt; beat until 
smooth. Fold yolk mixture into 
egg w hites. Combine apple 
slices, 
sugar and cinnamon; 
fold into egg mixture. 
Preheat 10-inch omelet pan 
over medium-low heat. Rub in­ 
side of pan with I teaspoon 
butter. When butter begins to 
brown pour I cup batter into 
pan; spread to cover bottom. 
When 
bottom of pancake is 
golden brown turn quickly (top 


will be wet) and brown other 
side. Repeat, coating pan with I 
teaspoon butter before each 
pancake. Serve hot with syrup 
or sweetened whipped cream if 
desired. 
Makes four 10-inch pancakes. 


CANNELLONI 
2 eggs, beaten 
4 cup milk 
2 tablespoons melted butter or 
margarine 
% cup sifted all-purpose flour 
% teaspoon salt 
Sausage filling

I jar (16-oz.) spaghetti sauce 
Combine eggs, milk and but­ 
ter. Sift flour and salt; add to 
egg mixture.

Prepare 
cheese sauce; pour over Can­ 
nelloni. Top with spaghetti 
sauce. Bake in 350 degree oven 
30 minutes or until bubbly hot. 
Makes four to six servings. 


Create A Cabbage Salad

Cabbage salads lend them­ 
selves to numerous possibili­ 
ties. Shredded or chopped cab­ 
bage teams well with other 
vegetables to give menus a 
refreshingly crisp boost. Choose 
from shredded carrots, grated 
onion, cut spinach, diced cel­ 
ery, chopped green pepper or 
sliced cucumbers. 
Fruits and nuts give a happy 
flavor to raw cabbage salads, 
too. Add diced apples (with the 
skins left on and mixed with 
citrus juice to prevent darken­ 
ing) to the shredded cabbage. 
Or try pineapple chunks, fresh 
grapes,

You don’t need to spend all 
day making a pot of homemade 
soup when you use a pressure 
cooker.

Quick to agree and support 
the complaints, with ideas on 
how the consumer can change 
this preconceived stereotype, 
were panelists Mrs. Blom, a 
member of the Marin Women’s 
Health Collective, Linda Ru­ 
dolf, a medical student at the 
University of California; Del 
Alden, a nurse practitioner in 
Berkeley, and Dr. Katherine 
Kirkman, an obstetric gynecol­ 
ogist in Mill Valley. 
Highlighted by humorous 
slides of quotations on women 
and sex, the fifth "Knowledge 
is Power” program led off with 
connotations behind the word 
“patient" and the psychological 
effects it has on those who seek 
medical help. 


“WHEN I think of a patient,” 
said Mrs. Blom, “I think . .. of 
a dependent situation. The med­ 
ical system was established on 
a crisis model to deal with 
some very acute and critical 
illnesses. But human frailty is 
not something to base the whole 
medical model on.” 
The key to change, according 
to panelists and audience, lies 
in honesty on the part of the 
physician and self-determina­ 
tion on the part of the consumer 
to make sure that their needs 


are fulfilled when they walk 
into the doctor’s office or medi­ 
cal clinic. 
There’s a fear of the doctor’s 
office, said some in the audi­ 
ence. It’s the impersonality of 
large clinics and being alone in 
a big room, they said, “People 
fear asking questions . . . they 
fear questioning authority.” 
“MEDICAL KNOWLEDGE is 
vastly guarded,” conceded Miss 
Rudolf, comparing the search 
for an understanding and hon­ 
est doctor to finding a good 
repair shop when you know 
nothing about cars. 
One answer, she offered, 
could be allowing patients the 
rights to their own medical 
records. It would make the 
doctors more responsive to the 
patients, make patients more 
responsive to the needs of their 
bodies, and allow them to 
switch doctors when they want­ 
ed without feeling guilty, she 
added. 
Dr. Kirkman, in response to 
complaints that there is a mys­ 
tique about the physician and 
his knowledge, urged consum­ 
ers to “stand up and say I'm 
going to change it. You can 
perpetuate the mystique or con­ 
front it.” 
“The answer is consumer ed­ 
ucation,” volunteered Miss Al­ 
den, “We have to take an inter­ 
est in our own health care. It 
will help the medical field in 
the long run.” 
One way to education, said 
Mrs. Blom, is through the 
health collective. 
“We focus mainly on women 
in a consciousness raising 
way," she said ai the program 
that serves as a referral serv­ 
ice and sponsors seminars on 
various aspects of women and 
medicine. 
The collective is also a focal 
point, she said, for women in 
terested in self-help programs. 


have a pageant, and invited to 
participate. 


THE SO participants stayed 
for a week with host families in 
Santa Rosa. Much of their time 
was spent rehearsing for their 
physical fitness routines and 
individual talent performances. 
“I had danced since I was in 
the first grade, but never in

She wor­ 
ried all week about the upcom­ 
ing performance because her 
music did not arrive until the 
last minute. The skirt she had 
made to wear during the dance 
had been ruined in the washing 
machine just before she left 
home, so she was hastily 
putting together another one. 
Her dance was such a success 
that the pageant choreogra­ 
pher, James Bates dubbed ber 
seaweed because “she danced 
as if she were in water,” and 
the audience gave her three 
ovations. 
During her interview with the 
judges, Sharon said she felt 
calm. 
“I enjoyed the conversation, 
and the time went so fast,” she 
said.

I 
think they are an insult to 
women. 
Maybe I am ignorant about 
the pageant, but I find more 
qualities are important in a 
person than beauty, and those 
are the qualities for which an 
honor should be given.”

Another attraction is Mon­ 
tagu Motor Museum with more 
than five hundred vehicles rep­ 
resenting most of the world’s 
motor manufacturers.

“ As a rule, books haven’t 
changed very much,” said Mrs. 
Betty Swyers, children’s litera­ 
ture instructor at Virginia Com­ 
monwealth University. “ Where 
the change is seen is in books 
that are being written by wom­ 
en authors, who are writing 
about girls. It is going to take 
six months to a year at least 
before the public becomes 
aware that there are alterna­ 
tives to the good old faithfuls. 


Two Are Named

ars, the highest recognition for 
academic achievement at the 
coUege.

A SURVEY by one of her 
classes showed that certain 
readers “ are definitely sexist, 
where mothers stay at home 
and fathers go to work, and 
biographies and social studies 
books deal primarily with 
men." 
This trend carries over into 
the books chosen for home 
reading. 
“ People are afraid, I guess,” 
Mrs. Swyers commented, “ of 
the books that change the tradi­ 
tional roles. Our survey showed 
that if girls were called tom­ 
boys, their mothers said, ‘It’s 
just a phase.’ 
“ But if boys were called sis­ 
sies, the mothers became deter­ 
mined to teach them to be a 
man. They were very defensive 
about what they thought to be 
effeminate traits in boys." 
What the new “ liberated’’ 
books deal with primarily are 
human feelings and situations, 
dealt with by both boys and 
girls, or genderless animals. 
“ I don’t believe anyone is 
deliberately setting out to 
change roles in books,” Mrs. 
Swyers said. “ But what is ob­ 
vious to anyone who takes a 
good look at some of the chil- 
dren's books is that there are 
some real injustices — both to 
men and women” 
ONE 
E X A M P L E , 
Mrs 
Swyers says, is a little book 
called, “ I ’m Glad I ’m a Boy! 
I ’m Glad I ’m a Girl” by Whit­ 
ney Darrow Jr. It’s cartoons 


and handy size make it a natu­ 
ral to be held by little hands. 
The copy features descrip­ 
tions such as “ Boys are doc­ 
tors. Girls are nurses. Boys are 
policemen. Girls are meter- 
maids .. . Boys are pilots. Girls 
are stewardesses .. . Boys in­ 
vent things. Girls use what boys 
invent,” and so on. 
Mrs. Swyers noted that in 
pre-school ages, cuddling and 
crying and exploration of the 
world is very much the same 
for both boys and girls, and to 
impose sex roles at that age is 
false. 
Realism and fantasy are find­ 
ing their way into the nonsexist 
chUdren’s Uterature. Examples 
of the new realism are books 
that show a variety of roles for 
parents. 
Quite often the main charac­ 
ters in chUdren's books are 
boys. Some mothers continue to 
read these books to their chil- 
dren, but explain that while the

character is a boy, the book 
was also meant for girls. 


“I TELL my little girl that 
the author was thinking about a 
boy doing this, but girls can do 
this, too," said Michael Braun. 
a free-lance writer. 
It will take some time before 
parents and teachers are aware 
of the m w alternatives develop­ 
ing in children’s literature, 
Mrs. Swyers observed. 
“ Some very good books are 
coming out now that show boys 
and girls developing as people, 
not according to role stereo­ 
types. 
"It is not necessary to have 
books for children that show 
these stereotypes. They aren’t 
interested in that. They are too 
concerned with growing up and 
learning abuout themselves and 
their world. Sexism in chil­ 
dren’s books really isn’t a part 
of what growing up is all about.

Bitter Coffee 
Often Is Fault 
O f Old Residue 


Often a bitter brew from the 
coffee pot is not the fault of the 
coffee, but that of the coffee 
marker. Residue from previous 
brews can build up in a coffee 
pot and cause the “ ick-fla- 
vored” coffee coming from the 
spout. 


It is very important to wash 
the coffee pot and all parts in 
hot suds and rinses after each 
use. To get the spout and bas­ 
ket stem clean, use a long 
narrow brush designed for this 
purpose. 


Occasionally for a well-cared 
for coffee pot, try this extra 
cleaning method. Fill the pot 
with hot water and add one 
tablespoon of dishwasher deter­ 
gent. Stir to dissolve complete­ 
ly. Soak for about a half hour. 
Then wash and rinse. For a 
really stained coffee pot, perk 
the dishwasher solution. Then 
wash and rinse as usual. 


Another home remedy is to 
perk a solution containing a 
tablespoon of baking soda. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - For 
years the hosiery industry has 
tried to sell men on the idea of 
wearing livelier socks and for 
years men have resisted, pre­ 
ferring solid black, navy blue 
or brown. The industry is begin­ 
ning to win and predicts that 20 
to 35 per cent of spring hosiery 
will be in patterns. 
The youth of America, the 
blue jean generation, already 
has started wearing wild and 
kicky socks with their wild and 
kicky high heeled shoes or their 
faded sneakers, but the predic­ 
tion now is that come spring the 
more mature man will take a 
timid step toward pattern and 
color. 
Such fam ous designers as 
John Weitz have been produc­ 
ing lively patterns for the past 
five or six years, and although 
the fash io n -co n scio u s men 
snapped them up, the great 
silent majority stayed with the 
solids, perhaps wearing an ar­ 
gyle on weekends since they 
could rem em ber them from 
their childhood. 


The manufacturers are turn­ 
ing out vibrant plaids, checks 
and argyles and in bright com­ 
binations such as deep green, 
rust and beige, but they also 
are knitting some muted de­ 
signs that are both new and 
stylish — simple tone-on-tones 
or solids with knit-in texture 
like ribbing suitable for the 
most conservative banker. 
The step above that leads to 
lighter colors for spring with 
small neat patterns and tidy 
checks 
in sum m er weight 
blends and pastel colors that 
coordinate with pastel shirts, 
and all faintly reminiscent of 
the styles of the 1920s and 1930s. 


As a matter of fact an organi­ 
zation called The Color Associa­ 
tion of the United States has 
teamed up with the National 
Association of Hosiery Manu­ 
facturers to produce socks that 
team up with other fashion 
accessories, either matching or 
contrasting. 


A man can now match his 
trousers, sweater, shirt or jack­ 


et in a monochrome effect or to 
match such items as sweater 
and socks, another reminder of 
the roaring 20s.

And they will be much longer 
lines than you will find waiting 
for another, superior new pic­ 
ture — the ingenious animated 
fantasy called “Fantastic Plan­ 
et.” 
What makes an out-and-out 
mayhemfest like “The Exor­ 
cist” into such an instant and 
unprecedented box office hit? 
Part d the answer must lie in a 
perennial, paradoxical human 
fascination with horror when it 
is represented at one safe step 
from reality. 
There’s the practical side — 
the fact that “The Exorcist” is 
no low-budget thriller ground 
out by anonymous studio hacks. 
Film buffs are naturally cu­ 
rious about the work of director 
William Friedkin, who has es­ 
tablished himself as a major 
cinema talent with such a suc­ 
cess as “The French Connec­ 
tion.”

China Hits U.S.-Soviet Detente, 
Sees Russia's Prestige Slipping 


HONG KONG (UPI) - China 
said today the detente between 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States was a “sheer hoax which 
had exploded like soap bub­ 
bles” and accused the Soviet 
Union of “ plotting a counterat­ 
tack” in the Middle East. 
The official New China News 
Agency, in a review of foreign 
developments during the past 
year, said the Soviet Union 
“has been relegated to an infe­ 
rior position” in the Middle 
East. 
It also said the Kremlin had 
suffered diplomatic setbacks in 


Europe and Asia and predicted 
“still more disastrous failures” 
in Soviet foreign policy. 
The agency made no direct 
mention of Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger’s peace-mak­ 
ing efforts in the Middle East. 
But it alluded to his successful 
mediation when it said, “ At 
present, the thwarted Soviet 
Revisionists are plotting a 
counterattack” in the Middle 
East. It did not explain what 
the “counterattack” might be. 
‘‘Not only has Soviet revision­ 
ism been met with chilliness by 
the Arab countries, its contra­ 


dictions with them have devel­ 
oped continuously. Moreover, it 
has lost its initiative in the 
contention with U.S. imperial­ 
ism and has been relegated to 
an inferior position," NCNA 
said. 
“At present, it is actually 
excluded from the handling of 
Middle East problems.” 
As for detente, NCNA said 
developm ents in the Middle 
East and Europe show that 
“Soviet-U.S. ‘cooperation’ and

greater than their own and 
plundering them for untold 
wealth, the Spanish conquerors 
and their fledging Mexican off­ 
spring arrived. With their iron 
fist, they crushed the ^vitiation 
in this paraidse, too. 
Their methods were sure and 
deadly. They would surround 
the peaceful little villages, hop­ 
ing that the men would resist. 
Then they could kill them and 
take the women and children to 
satisfy their sexual desires and 
to serve as slaves. At one time, 
Gen. Mariano Vallejo had 2,000 
Indian slaves working his vast 
holdings. Others were taken to 
missions to work for the white 
masters of the institutions un­ 
der the guise of saving their 
souls. 
With the white man, came the 
white man’s diseases which 
killed off most of the natives. 
The remenants of his villages 
were buried in the erosion of 
his land, stripped of forests and 
carelessly farmed. 
Then, a few years ago, more 
than a century later, a few 
people realized that perhaps the 
early inhabitants of the area 
had something to contribute to 
our knowledge of life and how 
to live in harmony with the 
environment. 
Bit by bit, little by little, a 
few dedicated people are piec­ 
ing together the fragmented re­ 
mains of this culture and civili­ 
zation. 
Among the leaders in this 
was John McBeath, a Novato 
High School Teacher and now 
professor or archaeology at In­ 
dian Valley Colleges. He taught 
archaeology at the high school 
and organized the Novato High 
School Archaeological Club. 
The students dug into the vil­ 
lage sites along Novato Creek 
and San Antonio Creek. 
Scientifically they dug; scien­ 
tifically 
they 
labeled 
and 
recorded until they were recog­ 
nized nationally for their work. 
McBeath's garage and other 
storage areas filled with the 
artifacts of former Mi wok vil­ 
lages. 
Some of these artifacts were 
displayed at Novato’s Western 
Weekend exhibits and the Ma­ 


rin County Library at the Civic 
Center. 
Out of this beginning in 1968 
grew the idea of a permanent 
museum to display the arti­ 
facts. The Marin Museum So­ 
ciety was incorporated with as­ 
piring young anthropology 
student David W. Dippel as 
president. It solicited the help 
of the Novato Kiwanis Club. 
The club promised $4,000 in 
cash and volunteer labor to the 
project. 
Crocker-Citizens Bank on 
April 23,19$9 donated a big two- 
story house which was on the 
site (Mf its present building at 
Sixth Street and Grant Avenue. 
The house was moved in May 
1969 to Novato Creek Park 
where Novato Creek and Nova 
to Boulevard meet. The site 
was a fortunate one, because 
earlier excavations showed a 
Mi wok village had been there 
The name of the park was 
changed to Miwok Park and the 
museum was located in the 
diggings 
With thousands of hours of 
donated labor and not a great 
deal of expense for such an 
undertaking, the museum can 
now give a visitor a good idea 
of the life of the area's inhabit­ 
ants before the white man 
came. 
The main showrooms of the 
museum are on the second 
floor, reached by an outside 
staircase. 
Inside there is a display of pit 
diggings, showing how it is 
done by the best accepted prac­ 
tices of the archaeologists. The 
site is mapped out on a graph 
or grid paper The darkness of 
the soil is caused by human 
occupation. It comes from hu­ 
man waste, garbage and ashes 
which turn it black. The yellow 
ish-brown soil is “ sterile” show­ 
ing little or no human occupa­ 
tion. 


Soil from the pit is screened 
and the artifacts are carefully 
labeled as to the depth found. 
Later they are analyzed. 
There is a map of an Indian 
burial site in Tiburon. It is 
circular with the important peo­ 
ple buried in the center with 
artifacts, and on the outer rim 


are the commoners who were 
just buried there. 
The present curator of the 
museum, Teresa Miller, who is 
studying for her master’s de­ 
gree in anthropology, said that 
the Tiburon site was 2,000 years 
old by carbon dating and was 
occupied for at least 200 years. 
The Miwok Indians used 
some stones as charm stones. 
These were usually a soft stone, 
easier to work than granite or 
obsidian. Some bad holes in 
them to be worn around the 
neck. The museum has a good 
collection of them. 
Because of a shortage of Mi­ 
wok articles, the museum has 
borrowed from the nearby 
Porno Indians. It has some 
things such as baskets, which 
are nonexistant from Miwok 
sources, all having been de­ 
stroyed. 
Other displays show the food 
the Indians ate, such as game 
and native plants, the latter 
also used for clothing and medi­ 
cine. 
The downstairs of the mu­ 
seum is the storehouse and 
workshop. In it are some of the 
original high school artifcats 
and others from the Tiburon 
diggings. The museum offers 
classes in this area. A recent 
one on making arrowheads out 
(rf bones by Sonoma State Stu­ 
dent Gary Berg, drew a large 
crowd (rf interested children. 
McBeath is still the director 
of the museum. Dippel resigned 
as curator because he was leav­ 
ing the area and Miss Miller 
was appointed. Mrs. Jam es 
Heidinger is the education di­ 
rector 
Volunteer help, especially of 
college students, has done 
much to make the museum 
what it is. 
A P r History Museum Guild 
now has 25 active members and 
about 50 nonactive members 
whose aim is helping finance 
the museum. 
The museum sells books and 
derives some income from it. It 
also charges for its lessons to 
schools. 
Donations and memberships 
in the museum association are 
the main sources of private 
income. The Qty of Novato, in 
addition to m aintaining the 
building, also gives the mu­ 
seum $2,000 a year. 


Future plans call for excava­ 
tions around the museum for 
public display, said Miss Miller, 
pointing out the extent of the 
Indian village buried around 
the museum. 


“ As long as they are here on 
public ground, they are safe 
from destruction by subdivi­ 
ders,” she said, bending down 
and picking up a piece of an 
arrowhead made from obsi­ 
dian from Lake County 
Director McBeath, now a pro­ 
fessor (rf anthropology at Indian 
Valley Colleges, echoed the 
feelings of others working for 
the museum. 
“ It will never be complete 
because we will always be add­ 
ing to it,” be said.

On Trucker 


Acts Asked 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - At­ 
torney General William B. 
Saxbe has asked U S. attorneys 
across the country to check for 
any federal violations that may 
be involved in truck strike vio­ 
lence. 
He asked them to use the FBI 
and all other available re­ 
sources to seek such evidence. 
“This means we are going to 
have at every place that these 
people gather, and on the scene 
of every act of violence report­ 
ed. people who are investigat­ 
ing and collecting evidence ..." 
Saxbe said at a news confer­ 
ence yesterday. 
“What I’m responding to is 
the charge...that they are going 
to bring this country to its 
knees," he said. 
A range of federal laws might 
apply, he said. One is the so­ 
called Rennie Davis Act which 
Congress passed in the 1960s to 
counter left-wing extremists’ vi­ 
olence by making it illegal to 
cross state lines for the purpose 
of stirring up disorders. 
Saxbe said his office also is 
investigating the possibility 
that scattered violence is a 
product of an illegal conspiracy 
to force a favorable outcome of 
the truckers' negotiations for 
lower oil prices and other eco­ 
nomic improvements of their 
trade. 
Other possible violations 
might include illegal altering of 
their trip logs, making impro­ 
per use of their citizen band 
radios, or even violating a so­ 
called Ku Kux Wan law passed 
in the 1950s making it a federal 
crime to impede traffic on a 
highway. 
He said he was not against 
truckers. “I’ve driven a truck 
and I can sympathize with 
some of their problems," Saxbe 
said.

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Nixon Names Possible Successors 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pre»- 
ident Nixon listed lour Republi­ 
cans today as good possibilities 
to succeed him in the White 
House in 1976. 
They were Vice President 
Gerald R. Ford, California Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, former New 


York Gov. Nelson A. Rockefel­ 
ler and former Texas Demo­ 
cratic Gov. John Connelly. 
Nixon also told a breakfast 
meeting of a group of Republi­ 
can congressmen that the politi­ 
cal pundits are wrong and the 
GOP will do better in the No­ 


vember off-year elections than 
they think. 
Nixon made his remarks at 
an off-the-record breakfast of 
about 50 Republicans who be­ 
long to the Chowder and March­ 
ing Society, a Republican con­ 
gressional club. The President 


is a member of the group and 
hosted this week’s meeting at 
the White House. 
One of the 
Republicans 
present said Nixon repeated his 
recent statements concerning 
his troubles with the Watergate 
scandal and added that it 


wouldn’t be an issue in the fall 
elections. 


The issues would be peace 
and prosperity, Nixon taid, al­ 
though he thought peace would 
be somewhat muted as an issue 
since it already had been ac­ 
complished. 
Nixon brought up the four 
names of possible presidential 
contenders, the Republican 


said, introducing them by say­ 
ing, “We are blessed with hav­ 
ing four of the most prominent 
people on the political scene.” 


Missing from his list was Sen. 
Charles H. Percy, R-Ill., who is 
raising money to sound out his 
own chances for the GOP nomi­ 
nation in 1976. Percy has often 
been at odds with Nixon on 
political and domestic issues.

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
Lt. William Calley’s chances 
for freedom or clemency are 
actually improving now that he 
has exhausted his military judi­ 
cial appeals, his chief civilian 
attorney said yesterday. 
George W. Latimer. Sr., said 
he is optimistic that adminis­ 
trative review of the case by 
Army Secretary Howard H. 
Callaway and President Nixon 
will result in dismissal of 
charges or clemency for Calley. 
“ You’ll notice that in all the 
military courts there were 
unanimous decisions," Latimer 
said in an interview. 
“ In the civilian court, it was 
a 2-1 decision." 
Monday, the U.S. Court of 
Military Appeals — on which 
Latimer once sat — turned 
down Calley's appeal by a 2-1 
vote. 
The three civilian judges re­ 
jected a petition to reconsider 
their December decision con­ 
firming his conviction for the 
1968 murder of at least 22 civil­ 
ians at the Vietnamese hamlet 
of My Lai. 
Latimer said the military ap­ 
peals court decision was not a 
major setback in Calley's ef­ 
forts to get his 20-year sentence 
vacated or reduced. 
The case now goes to Calla­ 
way. President Nixon has said 
he reserves the right of final 
review. 
“ As secretary, Callaway will 
probably be influenced by the 
case’s history in the military 
courts more than the Presi­ 
dent,” Latimer said. 
“ The President should be en­ 
tirely free to consider it as a 
civilian and do what he thinks 
would be done in a civilian 
court." 
Latimer criticized the mili­ 
tary courts for their handling of 
the Calley case, saying the one 
factor which operates in those 
courts, and not in civilian 
courts, is “discipline " 
“ When you have a depart­ 
ment who is in charge of people 
... and something goes wrong, 
that same department tries 
them. 
“ It’s a one-departmental af­ 
fair.”

The Simplest Answer Is 
Just Simple Simplicity

So you think you understand 
the English language? 
Well, try giving a precise 
explanation of these words and 
phrases as used by American 
government officials, politi­ 
cians, and Watergate partici­ 
pants and reported by the me­ 
dia: 
Gasoline prices would not be 
allowed to go to “unreasona­ 
ble” or “emotional levels” — 
William E. Simon, federal ener­ 
gy chief. 
“. . . how we might ventilate 
the structure of campaigning” 
— Sen. Howard Baker. 
“ Routine, limited-duration, 
reinforced, protective-reaction 
air strikes" — Pentagon. 
“No longer operative" said 
W'hite House Press Secreaary 
Ronald Ziegler of some of his 
earlier statements. 
The way American politicians 
and government officials “com- 
m unicate” has educators 
clutching their foreheads in 
mock and genuine outrage. 
. Seemingly more than 
before in American politics the 
English language is used not as 
an instrument for forming and 
expressing thought. It is used 
more to prevent, confuse and 
conceal thought. . 
. 
says Dr. 
Richard Gambino of Queens 
College in New York. 
“. .. Most of the people have 
decided the words we're hear­ 
ing today don't mean very 
much and we are therefore 
confused as to whether anybody 
knows anything,” points out Dr. 
John Corbally, president of the 
University of Illinois. “You ask 
people, ‘What did you think 
about what William Simon said 
yesterday?’ and the most gen­ 
eral response indicates that 
they turned it off. They may 
have been listening but their 
head was turned off.” 
Prof. Terrence Moran of New 
York University says one of the 
most “frightening" aspects of 
the abuse of the English lan­ 
guage “is that after you get 
taken’ so many times you be­ 
gin to think that everything you 
are being told is a lie. That's as 
dangerous as believing that 
everything is the truth.” 
Why use “ doublespeak,'' 
“ newspeak," 
“ Washington- 
speak," “Watergatespeak,” as 
the imprecise governmental 
and political verbiage has come 
to be known? 
To obscure the truth, or af­ 
ford the user “status,” or just 
because in our society today, 
technical and specialized jar­ 
gon have permeated our every­ 
day language, say educators. 
Some of these educators have 
become so concerned about how 
Washington misuses the En­ 
glish language that the National 
Council of Teachers of English 
(NCTE) — an organization with 
40,000 members — has set up a 
committee on “Public Double­ 
speak.” 
This committee, set up in 1971 
— before “Watergatespeak" — 
has two major aims: 
* \.. Find means to study the 
relation of language to public 
policy, to keep track of, publi­ 
cize. and combat semantic dis­ 
tortion by public officials, can­ 
didates for office, political 
commentators, and all those 
who transmit through the mass 
media." 
* \.. Find means to study 
dishonest and inhumane use of 
language and literature by ad­ 
vertisers, to bring offenses to 
public attention, and to propose 
classroom techniques for pre­ 
paring children to cope with 
commercial propaganda. "

“What we have to do within 
the English profession," says 
Public Doublespeak Committee 
member Prof. Hugh Rank, “is 
to finally decide that it’s just as 
important or more important to 
analyze propaganda and news

Writing in the English Jour­ 
nal, Daniel Dieterich and David 
Issacson say: 
.. using a 
phrase such as ’the elimination 
of undesirable elements’ as a 
substitute for ‘murder’ is more 
than just a circpmlocution. It is 
an attack on the humanitarian 
principles upon which our civili­ 
zation is founded. Students 
must be taught to recognize this 
difference ” 
Other ways to combat lan­ 
guage distortion, say language 
experts, is to: 
Have the press keep hitting 
away at “doubletalk " 
Impress upon politicians at 
the ballot box that generalities 
will not be tolerated 
Even the media are not im­ 
mune to language abuse. Some 
commentators and writers have 
incorporated “ W atergate­ 
speak" words and phrases such 
as “inoperative" and “at this 
point in time" into their own 
vocabulary. 
The way language was used 
by participants in the Water­ 
gate Senate hearings shows 
that not only is the language 
being distorted but the morals 
and ethics of some Americans 
have been eroded in the 
process, say educators, 
Speaking of Watergate wit­ 
nesses, Prof Walker Gibson in 
a speech to the NCTE said: 
“What does it say, for exam­ 
ple, about a person's attitude 
toward law and order if, when 
describing some clearly illegal

Huntington's Chorea Victims 
Don't Know Until It's Too Late 


Huntington’s chorea is a genetic disease 
marked by slow, progressive deterioration of 
the brain and nervous system. But unlike 
most hereditary disorders, Huntington’s does 
not manifest itself until the victim is 30 to 40 
years of age. As a result, many parents have 
unwittingly transmitted the disease to their 
children long before one of the parents 
develops the condition. By then, it is too late 
and the parents live in fear that they may 
have passed along the disease to their off­ 
spring. Once the deterioration

leads to death in four to 12 
years.

AN EGOCENTRIC behavior 
often is noted years before the 
appearance of abnormal, ab­ 
rupt, and jerky movements. 
The victim may develop an 
excessive appetite, be given to 
temper tantrums, or have an 
insatiable sexual drive. Some 
have a tendency to become 
nasty when crossed or startled. 
Suicide, alcoholism, and behav­ 
ior violent enough to require 
police intervention also have 
been reported. These tragedies 
reflect early changes in the 
brain. 
Additional nervous system 
deterioration leads to jerking 
and twitching of the muscles of 
the head, neck, and legs. Thqse 
nervous movements disappear 
during sleep but cannot be con­ 
trolled while the individual is 
awake. Involvement of the mus­ 
cles of the tongue and mouth 
leads to difficulty in speaking 
and eating. These choreic-type 
movements suggest the diagno­ 
sis. 
Meanwhile, mental changes 
develop with progressive loss of 
memory and deterioration of 
the faculties. When the family 
no longer can care for the 
individual, hospitalization in a 
mental institution is needed.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state is asking major oil com­ 
panies for pricing and supply 
records before deciding wheth­ 
er they should come under the 
control of the Public Utilities 
Commission, Attorney General 
Evefle Younger said yesterday. 
Younger told a news confer­ 
ence his office has intensified 
an investigation into the struc­ 
ture of oil companies and how it 
affects California. 
“We expect to get the record 
on a voluntary basis,” Younger 
said, adding he did not want to 
create an atmosphere that the 
state was making war with the 
giant oil producers. 
Younger said it was possible 
for the state to get more infor­ 
mation about oil companies 
than a U.S. Senate select com­ 
mittee working in the same 
area because the oil companies 
have bad time to “re-evaluate 
their original decision” not to 
release certain information. 
Younger said if the investiga­ 
tion concludes that the oil com­ 
panies should be regulated, he 
will support legislation on the 
state level or go to court. 
Earlier, Younger said there 
was no substantial evidence 
that the oil companies were 
involved in a conspiracy and he 
said that prem ise remains 
“substantially correct.” 
He said the current investiga­ 
tion places particular emphasis 
on evaluation of the organiza­ 
tional structure of the oil indus­ 
try. 
“This is just not another in­ 
vestigation,” Younger said. 
“We are testing our tentative 
conclusions by consultation 
with outside experts. We will 
make and announce our recom­ 
mendations 
within 
a 
few 
weeks.” 
He said the investigation 
should answer the following 
questions: 
• Should there be an excess 
profits tax imposed upon oil 
companies? 
Should the office support fed­ 
eral legislation calling for di 
vestiture of some operations on 
integrated oil companies?

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Millions Lacking 
In Pension Plan 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
“Makeshift” financing plagues 
the taxpayer-supported legisla­ 
tors' pension plan, and it needs 
an immediate $13.4 million 
transfusion for its fiscal good 
health, an actuarial study says. 


In the first such report ever 
made on the lucrative retire­ 
ment plan. Actuarial Systems, 
Inc., of San Jose warned of 
“much greater costs” to tax­ 
payers unless the financing is 
changed drastically. 
The firm yesterday recom­ 
mended that $13.4 million be 
appropriated this year. It also 
proposed large permanent in­ 
creases in state contributions to 
the retirement fund. 
If the legislature preserves 
the system in its present form, 
the study said, “The public is 
apt to be deluded as to the real 
cost (rf benefits promised. 
The report added, “To mini­ 
mize or postpone retirement 
system obligations through a 
makeshift method of financing 
inevitably results in much 
greater eventual retirement 
system costs.” 
Currently the retirement plan 
is financed mainly through an­ 
nual appropriations, a method 
the firm said is unsound. Legis­ 


lators also contribute - most of 
them at rate of 8 per cent of 
their $19,200 annual salaries. 
Some investment income is also 
received. 
The firm's recommendations 
would substantially boost the 
size of investment income, 
which totaled only about $132,- 
000 during the last fiscal year. 
That figure would rise to $2.4 
million by 1984 and to $4.5 
million by 1994 under the firm’s 
proposals. 


The pension system covers 
the state's 120 legislators, the 
governor and other statewide 
officers and a handful of select 
legislative aides. 
Basically, th e 'plan allows 
lawmakers to retire at two- 
thirds of their top salary at any 
age after 20 years’ service or 
with decreased benefits at age 
60 with at least four years’ 
service. 
Some of the current recipi­ 
ents include former Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr., who re­ 
ceives $2,125 a month; former 
state controller and U.S. Sen. 
Thomas Kuchel, $1,517; former 
Assembly Speaker Jess Unruh, 
$722, and former state Sen. 
Stephen P. Teale, D-Rail Road 
Flat, $1,179.

OAKLAND (UPI) - The 
Golden State Warriors were fi­ 
nally in first place in the NBA’s 
Pacific Division today and they 
didn’t have to rely on superstar 
Rick Barry’s shooting to get 
there. 
Barry, who has been averag­ 
ing 31 points per game over the 
last nine games, was off target 
last night as he hit just 7-of-21 
shots and 19 points, but the rest 
of the team gunned at a 55 per 
cent clip in the 129-113 win over 
Seattle. It was the Warriors’ 
eighth victory in a row, their 
longest streak since the 1967-68 
season, and shoved them a few

Getting The Most 
From Your Fuel 


The energy crisis, and the real threat that it 
poses for less fuel for boating in 1974, has made 
boatmen very conscious of fuel economy. 
Every boat owner would do well to consider how 
he can tune up his engine to get the very most out 
of each gallon of fuel that he can buy. 
All boating organizations 
-------— 
------------------------------ 
have urged their members to 
conserve fuel by driving their 
boats at the most efficient 
speed. 
It's heartening to know that 
boating will not be singled out 
when fuel rationing, of whatev­ 
er sort, is applied. Boatmen 
will get their share of fuel to 
use as they see fit. The Federal 
Energy Office says the use of 
petroleum fuels for boating will 
not be banned as many people 
feared. 
However, it’s IOO per cent 
certain that fuel will cost more 
this year, and that alone justi­ 
fies saving as much as possible. 
Fuel economy and fuel han­ 
dling are very big topics even 
without an energy crisis: 
Q. I replaced the spark­ 
plugs la n y outboard, and it 
runs like new. Why do they 
make such a difference? 
A. It's because the lubricat­ 
ing oil is mixed with the fuel in 
two-stroke engines and most 
outboards are two stroke. If the 
fuel does not burn completely, 
carbon is deposited on the 
sparkplug electrodes, causing 
them to short circuit. Then no 
spark, or only a poor one, is 
produced. The plugs are the 
most vulnerable part of an out­ 
board motor. Keep them clean. 
Besides, it saves gas. 
Q. My boat burns more 
gasoline and wool ran as fast 
as it did in the spring. Why? 
A. There are three “perform­ 
ance thieves" which creep into 
a boat unnoticed during the 
summer. First is weight. Are 
you carrying extra weight in 


newly acquired gadgets? Sec­ 
ond is the bottom. Is the bottom 
of your boat free from marine 
growth? Third is the propeller. 
Are there nicks, gouges or 
bends in your prop? 
Q. WU1 the no-lead gaso­ 
lines improve the efficiency 
of an outboard? 
A. The no-lead or low-lead 
auto fuels, introduced a year or 
so ago in the anti-pollution 
drive, are not recommended for 
outboard motors. If you can get 
the old-fashioned marine white 
gasoline, it has no lead and is 
okay. But no-lead automobile 
gasolines have anti knock addi­ 
tives that are harmless in a 
four-stroke engine, such as is in 
a car, but may cause piston 
burning in an outboard. 
Q. What's the biggest gas- 
wasting problem with an out­ 
board? 


A. Unquestionably, it’s the 
“ angle of dangle" — the way 
the motor is mounted, and its 
tilt. An outboard motor has to 
be mounted so that the thrust of 
the prop is parallel to the plane 
of motion. The boat planes, and 
runs straight and level on an 
even keel, when the mounting is 
right. Any other tut setting 
wastes fuel — much fuel. 


Q. Is there a right and 
wrong way ta mix gasoline 
and oil for outboards? 
A. Do it this way. Put a third 
of the gasoline in your tank or 
spare can, add the od and 
shake thoroughly. Then add the 
remainder of the gasoline and 
shake again.

You can deduct the cost of tax advice or 
return preparation 
The sum that you spend to have your tax 
return prepared or for advice in connection 
with any tax, or sums that you spend to 
maintain records or for books on taxes is 
deductible. It doesn’t matter if the taxes are 
in connection with your business life or your 
private life. 
Regulations require the signature of the 
preparer of an income tax return at the place 
designated on the return.

You don’t have to worry 
about the information you give 
to a tax return preparer not 
being confidential.

Advances such as this bode 
well for some of the world’s 
underdeveloped, protein-poor 
nations, especially if they can 
be trained in the latest tech­ 
niques. In fact, it offers hope 
for all people 


As food prices rise, the effi­ 
ciency of fish physiology is 
increasingly appreciated by the 
world’s populations. Fish con­ 
sumption is rising. In the Unit­ 
ed States it jumped from 10.6 
pounds per person in 1967 to 
12.2 in 1972. 


The problem, however, is that 
there is also a growing shortage 
of fish. Some species, such as 
haddock, are nearly fished out 
in some areas. More are likely 
to suffer the same fate. 
With aquaculture, however, 
there appears to be no limit on 
supply. The environment is con­ 
trolled and the fish are brought 
to maturity on a regular sched­ 
ule. Nothing is unexpected 
Well over 60,000 acres, main­ 
ly in Mississippi, now are given 
over to raising catfish in ponds. 
Trout are farmed in Pennsyl­ 
vania, Arkansas. Montana and 
Idaho. Salmon are raised on the 
Washington coast. 
The yields from these artifi­ 
cial environments are almost 
beyond comprehension. 
In pond culture, which has 
been used for 3,000 years, 2,500 
pounds of catfish can be raised 
on an acre. The art still is 
rather primitive: the pond is 
stocked, the fish grow, the fish 
are netted. 
Trout culture now uses water 
raceways instead of ponds, thus 
increasing the flow of oxygen to 
the fish and raising production 
to what once seemed an incre­ 
dible total of about 100,000 
pounds of fish per acre. 


In the past few years, howev­ 
er, a small but innovative com­ 
pany, Marine Protein Corp., 
developed a system of growing 
trout in deep silos and achieved 
production that recalls the par­ 
able of the loaves and the fish. 
It claims to be able to produce 
more than one million pounds 
per surface acre. 


Keen Buss, vice president, 
general manager and operator 
of the company’s Millheim, Pa., 
research laboratory, estimates 
the density at about one pound 
of fish per gallon of water. 


The fish, all descended from 
superior strains, live in a 
spring w ater environm ent 
through which oxygen is forced. 
The fish obtain nourishment by 
tripping a feeder. 


The silos are cleaned auto­ 
matically with settling tanks 
and vacuum pumps. And when 
harvest time comes the fish are 
quickly sucked up by a fish 
pump, which has obvious ad­ 
vantages over the nets used in 
pond culture. 


Marine Protein now has a 36- 
silo 
facility 
at 
Mammoth 
Springs, Ark., and is developing 
another near the Snake River in 
Idaho, both areas chosen be­ 
cause the ideal temperatures 
and flows of natural springs. 


Despite the enormous ad 
vances in efficiency, aquacul­ 
ture may not as yet be especial­ 
ly profitable. Marine Protein 
hasn’t netted anything in its 
four years, all its income and a 
lot more besides being needed 
for research and development. 
Nat Herman, the president, 
believes the company will turn 
the corner in the fourth quarter 
and be in the black for 1975, 
when more facilities will be on 
stream and foreign licenses are 
sold

Bids On Two 
Wells Will 
Be Sought 


The Rohnert Park City Coun­ 
cil has agreed to seek bids on 
construction of two controver­ 
sial wells. 
City Clerk Kathpn P. Logue 
said the council stipulated at its 
Monday meeting that the bids 
will not be opened until the 
planning commission has stu­ 
died the well proposal at a Feb. 
14 meeting. 
City Mgr. Peter M. Callinan 
told councilmen the earlier- 
than-usual bidding will make it 
possible to have the wells in 
operation during the summer if 
the planners do not require an 
environmental impact report on 
them. 
Opposing the wells is the So­ 
noma County Well Owners As­ 
sociation, a recently-formed 
group which fears Rohnert 
Park’s growing thirst will cause 
their own wells to dry up. Hie 
well owners have indicated they 
will ask the planners for the 
environmental study. 
City officials have expressed 
fear that a water shortage 
could occur this summer unless 
the wells are built. The city 
hopes eventually to solve its 
water problems with the pro­ 
posed Russian River-Cotati in­ 
tertie project, a pipeline which 
wont be ready for at least two 
more years. 
The bidding approved by the 
council will be for pumps, tanks 
and pipes to make the two wells 
operational.

Diversity of viewpoint and 
background mark the six Marin 
residents who will help the Na­ 
tional Park Service in the plan­ 
ning and operation of the great 
strip of parklands running 
along the coast in San Francis­ 
co and Marin. 
A rancher feels construction 
of a major highway to the West 
Marin parks is a priority need, 
but an engineer argues for 
“ less polluting" means of ac­ 
cess. A recreation manager 
sees the challenge of integrat­ 


ing San Francisco’s urban 
parks and the open lands of 
Marin in a comprehensive mas­ 
ter plan. 
Amid these strong philoso­ 
phies, one appointee feels “ to­ 
tally inadequate” to answer 
questions now and two others 
speak glowingly of the parks 
under their care, but back off 
from specific statements. 
The six are among 15 mem­ 
bers recently appointed by Sec­ 
retary of the Interior Rogers C. 
B. Morton to the citizens advis­ 
ory commission for the Golden 


Gate National Recreation Area. 
They are charged with advising 
the park service on develop­ 
ment of the GGNRA, Point 
Reyes National Seashore, Muir 
Woods National Monument, and 
San Francisco’s Fort Point. 
Each Marin member was 
asked by the Independent-Jour- 
nal to name the priority consid­ 
erations in development and 
management of the parks the 
commission will oversee. 
Joseph H. Mendoza, 55, lives 
at one of two dairies he oper­ 
ates within Point Reyes Nation­ 


al Seashore. He regards himself 
as a spokesman for ranchers in 
the parks, and summed up his 
guiding philosophy as, "A park 
should 
be 
used, 
but 
not 
abused." 
Mendoza argued strongly for 
a major highway —though “ not 
a freeway as such” — to the 
Marin parks in order to serve 
both existing residents and Bay 
Area visitors. 


Merritt A. Robinson, 43, is a 
San Anselmo engineer, a mem­ 
ber of the Marin County Parks 
and Recreation Commission, 
and the only person nominated 
by Marin supervisors for ap­ 
pointment. 
Speedy acquisition of recrea­ 
tion area properties is his big­ 
gest concern, Robinson said. 
Land use planning and trans­ 


portation rank nearly equal in 
his mind. He supported a non­ 
polluting transit system such as 
an electric cog-wheel railroad 
for the West Marin access. 
Joseph M. Caverly, 50, of San 
Rafael, is general manager of 
the San Francisco recreation 
and parks department. He 
spoke enthusiastically of the 
potentials in a plan that would 
coordinate the San Francisco 
urban parks with the Marin 
properties 
Daphne Greene, 44, Ross, 
said she felt “ totally inade­ 
quate" to answer questions as 
she had not known she was 
under consideration until she 
read of her appointment in the 
I-J. "No one asked me if I 
wanted to serve," she said. 
“ I was fascinated" at the 
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news, she recalled. I thought, 
‘So this is the way the secretary 
of the interior does it.’ ” But 
asked if she was happy to be on 
the commission, she replied, 
“ Absolutely.” 
Mrs. Greene is board chair­ 
man of the Graduate Theologi­ 
cal Union, headquartered in 
Berkeley, and a director of the 
National Institute of Life Sci­ 
ences. 
Frank C. Boerger, 51, of San 
Anselmo, sees the commission 
as having “ a dual impact —to 
provide facilities so people in 
the Bay Area can enjoy the 
parks, and to retain as much as 
we can of open space.” 
He views transportation ac­ 
cess “ with an open mind,” 
Boerger said. Now a consulting 
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engineer, Boerger is a former 
San Francisco district bead (rf 
the Army Corps of Engineers 
John McG. Mitchell, 45, Mill 
Valley, felt the commission’s 
main job will be to examine the 
many options in use of the basic 
properties. Lands under the 
commission’s guidance encom­ 
pass “ wonderful parts of the 
Bay Area’s history," be noted. 
Mitchell worked “ many sum­ 
mers" as a seasonal ranger for 
the National Park Service. He 
is now passenger sales manag­ 
er for a San Francisco shipping 
company. 
Of the remaining appointees, 
six are from San Francisco, 
two from he East Bay and one 
from the San Francisco penin­ 
sula. 
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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
What About Hidden Campaign Contributions? 


On the June 4 primary ballot 
will be an initiative proposal to 
limit political campaign spend­ 
ing in California. 
The initiative was qualified 
by a signature-getting drive by 
Common Cause and the Peo­ 
ple’s Lobby. Secy, of State Ed­ 
mund G. 
Brown, an all-out 
supporter, has called it “the 
most fundamental reform in 
our state government in more 
than six decades.” 


THE PROPOSITION would 
limit campaign spending by 
seekers of statewide office to a 
few cents per voter, based on 
t he vote cast in the last preced­ 
ing general election. Incum­ 
bents would be allowed to 
spend only 90 per cent as much 
as challengers — this being 
intended to partially equalize 
the incumbent’s advantage 
through use of his office staff 
for campaign purposes. 
Further, it would restrict 
funding of initiative and refer­ 
endum 
campaigns, 
require 
complete disclosure of cam- 
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paign contributions for all can­ 
didates for statewide and legis- 
l a t i v e 
o f f i c e s , 
prohibit 
campaign donations from lob­ 
byists, and require periodic dis­ 
closures of assets and outside 
income by all public officials. 
The disclosure parts of the 
proposed measure largely du­ 
plicate those imposed by two 
laws passed by the legislature 
last year and now in effect — 
one applying to campaign con­ 
tributions and the other to out­ 
side interests of office holders. 
The campaign spending limits 
would be new. 


UNTOUCHED either by the 
new legislation or the initiative, 
however, is a form of campaign 
contribution that sometimes 
outweighs direct dollar dona­ 
tions.

President s Belated Devotion 
To Citizens' Right Of Privacy 


)N — That champion of 
civil liberties and the American citizen's 
right to privacy, the present occupant of 
the White House, came out boldly the 
other night against overdoing the follow­ 
ing: 
“Modern information systems, data 
hanks, credit records, mailing-list abus­ 
es, electronic snooping, the collection of 
personal data for one purpose that may 
be used for another. . .’’ 
My abstention from italicizing either of 
the last two categories should refute any 
theory that the press takes unfair advan­ 
tage of sitting ducks in the current 
administration. 
SOMEONE ELSE might be cynical 
about the president’s notation that “one 
measure of a truly free society is the 
vigor with which it protects the liberties 
of its individual citizens ’ But this is a 
time instead to have faith in our presi­ 
dent, and thus I consider this develop­ 
ment the confirmation of one more phase 
in Mr. Nixon's slow political metamor­ 
phosis. 
It is a quarter-century, after all, from 
the days when he was a sophomore in the 
House to his “State of the Union" address 
in 1974 
In 1949 he introduced a series of 
miscellaneous bills including authoriza­ 
tion for new post offices in Azusa, Arca­ 
dia, El Monte, Temple City and Pico 
Rivera, Calif.; a resolution to commend 
J Edgar Hoover for his service to the 
country, and a measure to protect the 
United States against “certain un-Ameri­ 
can and subversive activities ' He was 
climbing fast then, aboard the (late) 
House Un-American Affairs Committee. 
Last week, as the television cameras 
doted on the applauding minority in the 
House chamber, and despite the exist­ 
ence in law for 183 years of the First and 
Fourth amendments to the Constitution, 
he discerned the need for a “major 
initiative to define the nature and extent 
of the basic rights of privacy and to erect 
new safeguards to ensure those rights are 
respected ” 
We can take him at his word, as we 
could when be discussed the subject of 
wiretapping at a San Clemente press 
conference May I. 1972. 


“ All this hysteria — and it is hysteria, 
and much of it, of course, is political 
demagoguery to the effect that the FBI is 
tapping my telephone and the rest — 
simply doesn't serve the public purpose." 
he said. 


“ In my view, the taps, which are 
always approved by the attorney general, 
in a very limited area, dealing with those 
who would use violence or other means to 
overthrow the government. .. I think 
they are justified 


“This isn’t a police state and isn t 
going to become one... This administra­ 
tion is against any kind of repression, 
any kind of action that infringes on the 
right of privacy. However, we are for, 
and I will always be for, that kind of 
action that is necessary to protect this 
country from those who would imperil 
the peace that all people are entitled to 
enjoy.” 


THE TIMING of that statement is 
interesting — not quite ll months after 
Mr. Nixon approved creation of the White 
House secret police unit called the 
“plumbers” ; during the time span when 
the Democratic headquarters at Water­ 
gate was covertly tapped by that unit; 
not quite seven weeks before the ill-fated 
break-in blew the cover off that opera­ 
tion. 


But it would not be fair to impute ill 
faith to Mr. Nixon because of the way his 
police state comments coincide with 
those matters. For after all. he did 
carefully append his proviso, endorsing 
action to protect us from “those who 
would imperil the peace." 


And so, it turns out on close parsing, he 
also attached a proviso to his latest 
promise to work with Congress in estab­ 
lishing new standards that recognize 
personal privacy as a cardinal principle 
of American liberty. These new stan 
dards, he said, must also “respect the 
legitimate needs of society.” 
Therefore let the cynics apologize.

The Common Cause-People’s 
Lobby initiative makes no men­ 
tion of such contributions.

It is now clear that President Nixon is 
not going to go quietly, and he is not 
going to go at all unless Congress utilizes 
the one constitutional means of deciding 
whether a president should be removed 
from office. 
That’s good. We need a verdict for or 
against the president. We need a verdict 
by the means the Constitution provides. 
We need a verdict which comes from an 
orderly presentation of all the discovera­ 
ble facts. We need a verdict which can be 
accepted in good faith whichever way it 
goes. This will be the welcome result of 
Nixon’s conclusive announcement — no 
resignation. The reason it should be 
welcome is that resignation would not 
resolve Watergate; it would perpetuate 
it It would circumvent the Constitution. 
We ought to use the Constitution, not 
ignore it. 


THE MESSAGE did much to clarify 
the shape of the impeachment decision 
which will have to be made. If evidence

develops that he is guilty of "high crimes 
or misdemeanors,” then a removal ver­ 
dict would certainly be forthcoming. But 
if impeachment is sought on the ground 
that Mr. Nixon misused the presidency, 
then the vote in the House and possible 
trial by the Senate would turn on a 
different set of issues.

Teacher Unions Cling To Tenure 
While Seeking Bargaining Rights

Noticeably absent from the multitude 
of education bills in California's first two- 
year legislature are measures affecting 
teacher tenure 
There was one. Senate Bill 625 by Sen. 
Clark L. Bradley, R-San Jose, would 
have cancelled tenure of any teacher who 
went on strike. This was a repeat of a 
measure Bradley had tried before. It did 
no better this time, being bottled up in 
the Senate Education Committee. Among 
its opponents are, predictably, the teach­ 
er unions — high California Teachers 
Association and California Federation of 
Teachers, AFUCIO. 
The big drive of the teacher unions, in 
California and nationwide, is for exclu­ 
sive collective bargaining rights. The 
National Education Association and 
American Federation of Teachers are 
pushing together for such legislation as 
California's Assembly Bill 1243 by guber­ 
natorial aspirant Bob Moretti, D-North 
Hollywood 
And it is not mere coinci­ 
dence that, at the same time, a move for 
NEA-AFT merger is being promoted by 
the National Coalition for Teacher Unity, 
whose leaders include persons prominent 
in both organizations The aim is for one 
big union bargaining for every teacher in 
American schools, 


IT WOULD SEEM that, if they got 
exclusive bargaining rights, teacher un­ 
ions would have no need for tenure laws. 
The unions themselves could then decree 
who must be kept and who must be 
dismissed —■ as the Michigan Education 
Association has done under that state’s 
law, ordering the firing ai tenured teach­ 
ers for refusal to pay union dues. 
NEA and AFT. however, want it both 
ways Not only are their California affili­ 
ates actively opposing Senator Bradley’s 
SB 625, but AFT President David Selden 
last month announced formation of a 
nationwide Committee To Resist Attacks 
on Tenure. 


TENURE AMONG public school teach­ 
ers was almost unheard-of 30 years ago. 
During the depression, there were wide­ 
spread layoffs in the schools, as in other 
fields .And they were not always on an 
equitable basis - again as in other fields.

The depression was over, however, 
before many tenure laws got on the 
books. They began multiplying during 
World War ll. 
School boards were not much con­ 
cerned about them, because there was a 
shortage of teachers due to the war. And 
after the war, the shortage continued as 
school enrollment ballooned 
This made teaching jobs easy to get 
and easy to hold, so there really was not 
much need for tenure to keep teachers 
from being dismissed. On the other hand, 
school board members were willing to 
grant lifetime job security because it 
would help them to keep the teachers 
they had So tenure became accepted 
almost everywhere, and the jobguaran 
tee laws were made tighter and tighter 
by successive legislatures. 


THE SITUATION now is changed. In­ 
stead of seeking more teachers each 
sear, school districts are having to let 
them go. And superintendents complain 
that tenure laws force them to release 
able and enthusiastic first-year teachers 
while keeping some, longer on the pay­ 
roll, who were not very good in the first 
place and were hired only because of the 
shortage. 
Under tenure laws in California and 
most other states, any staff reduction 
because of lower enrollment must be by 
dismissing those teachers who were hired 
last. Since such reductions have become 
pretty general the last two years, teach­ 
ing careers are virtually closed to new 
college graduates. And when one of them 
gets a teaching job, he is likely to hold it 
for only one year. 
The predictable result — as every 
superintendent with whom I have talked 
agrees — will be a steady decline in the 
quality of public school teaching for at 
least a decade, until retirements rid the 
schools of many who entered teaching 
because it offered sure jobs, secure jobs, 
and draft exemptions — not because they 
were really dedicated to educating youth. 


THE TEACHER UNIONS insist, how­ 
ever, that tenure laws are necessary to 
protect good teachers, and to protect 
pupils from bad teachers. 
By no means all educators agree with 
the unions Maurice Mitchell, chancellor 
of University of Denver, has said that 
tenure “ protects mediocrity, cripples 
many departments, stultifies students, 
and fails to contribute to academic free­ 
dom." And John R Silver, president of 
Boston University, has called it “a device 
of the devil to let sloth into the world ”

Venus Shots 
Sent Back 
Mariner 
By 


PASADENA (UPI) - Ameri­ 
ca’s Mariner IO spacecraft 
“ performed admirably” despite 
some advance misgivings and 
swung close to venus yesterday, 
sending back to earth historic 
first photographs of the planet’s 
heavy cloud cover. 
Some malfunctioning equip­ 
ment 
had 
caused concern 
among scientists at Jet Propul- 
son Laboratory but the space­ 
craft and its two cameras expe­ 
rienced no trouble during the 
encounter with Venus. 
The most striking of the first 
photographs showed the cusp — 
or the top of Venus — a slender 
sliver of light against a black 
background. 
Pictures of the actual surface 
have not been expected and Dr. 
Bruce C. Murray, head of the 
television experiment team, 
said it "would take a miracle” 
to pierce the cloud cover in 
subsequent photographs. 
Mariner IO, which weighed 
1,108 pounds when it was 
launched from Cape Canaveral 
last November made its closest 
approach to Venus on schedule 
At that time, JP L scientists 
said it was precisely 3,585 miles 
from Venus and 27,395 million 
miles from earth, traveling at 
24,658 miles per bour. The 
spacecraft zipped by Venus and 
within an hour was 18,000 miles 
aw iy en route to a rendezvous 
With another planet, Mercury 


On the question of China, 
Berlinguer was scrupulously si­ 
lent, while Marchais denounced 
the Chinese Communists for 
supporting this move for Euro­ 
pean unity.

lesson. The Italian Commu­ 
nists, in particular, have said 
that the greatest danger facing 
them is the possibility of such a 
coup. 
Consequently, both on the po­ 
litical and the economic fronts, 
the actions of the Italian Com­ 
munists have been extremely 
prudent.
